UNIVERSITY EXTENSION COURSE 


Nex t Lectu re will be Up on th e Rise 
of Jap an. 


An important feature of the prob­ 
lems of the Far East as presented by 
Prof. Iyenaga in his fourth lecture of 
the University Extension course was 
the missionary question 
in China, 
complicated as it is, difficult to solve, 
fraught with danger, and, therefore, 
urgent of a speedy solution. 
It was a rather delicate subject to 
handle on account of the sensitiveness 
of religious societies, but the speaker 
did not mince matters and treated it 
from such and Impartial standpoint 
that one could not help but admire 
his honesty and courage as well as his 
thoroughness of research and clear 
judgment. 
He confined himself to the consider­ 
ation of no one sect or period, but re­ 
viewed the entire field of missionary 
effort in China from as far back as the 
thirteenth century to 
the present 
day. 
The situation was brought home 
forcibly at several.polnts in the lecture 
by putting the hearers in the stand­ 
point of the Chinese and asking what 
our attitude would be should Chinese 
missionaries come to this 
country 
and 
follow the same methods as 
our missionaries do in China. 
On the 
one side are a number of men and 
women who have gone to China with 
a divine sense of duty which nothing 
can shake. On the other side are the 
Chinese, the proudest people on earth 
who for centuries have followed their 
own customs and religion. 
The situa­ 
tion is also frought with danger be­ 
cause many nations have taken ad­ 
vantage 
of it to 
fuitber 
secular 
motives, as the seizure of Kiaochow 
by Germany in consequence of the 
murder of missionaries in Shantung .

It W a i K n o w » to E i i s i n e e r * o f t h e 
A l e xa n d r i a n S c h o o l. 
The odometer, an instrum ent for 
measuring distance traversed in a cur 
riage. is no modern invention. 
The 
first description of it is to be found 
in a fragm ent of a Greek treatise and 
was k nown to engineers of the Alex ­ 
andrian school. 
Passing to more modern days, we 
find that on Jan. 
I, 1598, a book was 
published in Nuremberg which pro 
fessed to give a “succinct, detailed and 
positive ex planation” of various sys 
t> uis of measurement by means of 
such an ln trmnent. 
This "divider,” 
as the author calls it, had n wheel 
which carried in its ax le an indicator 
work ed by the circular movement; at 
each turn a needle made a strok e,

W riting of th e industrial and social 
m ethods and custom s of th e Eskim os 
of arctic A laska, E dw ard A. Mcllhen- 
ny. in the C entury, says: 
The p rincip al occup ation of these 
Eskiip os (of arctic Alaska) during the 
sp ring is the hunting of the bow head 
w hale in the leads, or op en w ater, and 
am ong the floe ice of the A rctic ocean. 
T he taking of a whale is alw ays a 
tim e of great rejoicing w ith these p eo­ 
p le, for it m eans not only an abun­ 
dance of food and fuel, hut a large 
am ount of v aluable trading m aterial. 
v fter the w haling season is over the 
b- 
* which hav e been used In the 
chase are gathered on th e leads be­ 
tw een the p ack and shore ice. which 
is often some miles from shore, at the 
foot of some road th a t has been cut 
through the rough ice from the laud 
to the w ater. 
The most successful 
bo at’s crew, w ith their um iak (a w hal­ 
ing boat cov ered w ith skins), takes the 
lead, followed by the other boat* in the 
order of their success. The harp oons, 
floats, p addles and ev erything p ertain­ 
ing to the chase of the w hale are 
p laced in their resp ectiv e p ositions. 
T he umiak is then p laced on a flat 
ivory runnered sled and lashed firmly 
in p lace. 
The owner, who is called 
omelie (headm an), stands on the ice 
a t the right hand side of the bow; the 
boat steerer stands at th e stern and 
th e p addlers stand at th eir resp ectiv e 
p laces along the skies of the boat. 
W hen all Is ready the omelic gives the 
word to go forw ard, and each of the 
crew slip « ov er his shoulder a broad 
breast strap of sealskin, which is a t­ 
tached to a short line m ade fast to 
th e th w arts of the boat. 
W hen all is 
ready the boat is p ulled forw ard a few 
lengths and th e next boat in order goes 
through the sam e form, moving on in 
its turn .un til all the um iaks are stm ug 
out in a long line on the grounded ice 
ready for their return to land. 
At a signal from the head boat all 
move forw ard, chanting weird songs 
of the goodness and p ow er of the 
w hale, for one of the sup erstitions of 
these p eop le Is th a t w henev er w orking 
on any object to be used in w haling or 
doing anything connected w ith whaling 
they m ust constantly extol the m erits 
of this great anim al. 
Ix>ng before the boats reach shore 
the entire p op ulation left in the vil 
lage men. women, children and dogs— 
congregate on the beach to welcome 
th e home com ers. 
W hen the first boat 
nears land it is brought to a halt a few' 
feet from the shore line, and its talis­ 
m an. which is alw ays carried in a little 
p ouch in the bow* and may l>e a w olf s 
head, the head of a raven, iron p yrites 
or any odd thing, is lifted out by the 
omelic and held In his right hand to­ 
w ard the shore, w here stands the chief 
medicine man of the tribe, w’ho p ours 
ov er it a little fresh w ater to refresh It 
and tlmnk It for the benefits given, if 
th e boat has secured a whale, or, If the 
boat has not been lucky, to ap p ease any 
slight that may have been p ut up on 
th e talism an, in the hop e th a t it will 
give them better luck In the future. 
A fter reaching shore a day or p ossi 
bly two may be given for p rep aration, 
and then the great feast begins. Each 
successful boat owner, beginning w ith 
th e one w hose boat secured the m ost 
w hales, gives a feast, to which he in 
v ites all th e m em bers of the tribe and 
any other p eop le who may be in the 
village. 
F irst a wind break of um i­ 
aks, sails or skins is built to act as a 
shelter against the chilly blasts of the 
p olar winds. 
It is p laoed in the form 
of a large circle if enough m aterial eau 
be secured, in the center of which a 
w alrus hide is p laced on the ground, 
and to its four corners are tied long 
rop es, which are p assed ov er trip ods 
p laced about tw’enty-five feet from the 
skin. 
The ends of the rop es are. then 
draw n tight and m ade fast w’ith stout 
stakes driv en into the ground, thus 
raising the skin about four feet. 
The 
skin thus becomes a p latform some 
eight or ten feet square, which serves 
as a sort of m ovable stage on which 
th e young wom en dance. 
The feast usually begins a t the tim e 
w hen the sun reaches a due w estern 
p oint, about 6 o’clock in the afternoon, 
for during the eighty days of sum m er 
at Otkeavic the sun nev er sets, and, 
being w ithout tim ep ieces, the Eskim os 
m ark their tim e by the p osition of the 
Mi i while It is visible and by the moon 
and stars w hen the sun has gone for 
the long arctic night. 
These feasts 
som etim es last tw enty-four hours.
